Thore has bet*n a disposition in AAA quarters to <1 is-1 
credit the reports of increa sed production of corn and 
livestock in southern sta tes where cotton acres ha te been 
reduced. 
Our a ttitude towa rd the ma tter is based less 
upon present production than upon the a ggressive man 
ner in which sta te depa rtments of a griculture are urging 
the cotton fa rmers to ta ke up growing of corn and live j 
stock. 
We need not look for a flood of such products 
from the south on the basis of experimenta l policy. 
Per­ 
ma nent policies b> the government will establish perm a ­ 
nent policies in a griculture 
The Texa s Weekly, which is rega rded as an a uthor­ 
ity on cotton, a mong a uthorities on cotton, openly a dvo­ 
ca tes more corn, more livestock and local pa cking houses 
in view of the na tiona l a gricultura l policy. 
Commenting 
upon development of other crops, it sa ys: 
"This situation is likely to grow into a serious eco­ 
nomic problem in the future. 
It is still in its swa ddling 
clothes, so to spea k, but it is exhibiting all the potentia li­ 
ties of rapid growth. 
Wha t will he the effect on the 
middlewest, for insta nce, when Texa s begins to grow corn 
on a large sca le and to feed and process its own livestock? 
“ This is no idle question; it is a developing fact. 
“ When it does develop, the deba te over w hether the 
bla ck-eyed pea is mightier tha n the string bean will be 
sma ll pota toes. 
If will broa den symbolica lly I*» embra ce 
a struggle that will prove 
o f momentous significa nce to 
the economic future of the country. 
“ \\ hat ha s ca used this a gricultural competition w ith­ 
in the United Sta tes to develop? 
Well, perha ps if would 
ha ve developed to a certain extent under normal circum­ 
stances, but the circumsta nces which arc producing it a re 
exceedingly a bnorma l, and exceedingly prophetic beca use 
of their a bnorma lity. 
We need to look no farther than 
to the East Texa s Bla ck-eyed Pea 
estival for a principal 
rea son— 'Leon county’s a nswer to a va nishing cotton mat 
ket.’ 
It would be interesting t<> know 
just how mud 
a ba ndoned cotton a crea ge is being cultiva ted for toma toes, 
and how much for onions, and how much for corn. 
Any 
figure we a rrived at would prove insignificant in compa ri­ 
son with tha t which will be rea ched in the yea rs a hea d, 
“ Ninety per cent of the cotton produced in Texa s nor 
ma lly has been consumed outside the bounda ries of the 
United States. 
This mea ns that some 10 million acres of 
Texa s land ha ve been devoted to the production of a com­ 
modity for which the world at la rge has provided an a bun­ 
dant ma rket. 
“ I he loss ot this a bunda nt ma rket a broa d is prodm 
ing two economic trends of great significa nce; Texa s is 
fa cing the prospect of competing with the rest of the cot 
ton south for the domestic ma rket, and is prepa ring 
f o r 
the test by improving the sta ple quality of his crop; and 
Texa s is being forced to diversify a griculturally 
to an 
extent it otherwise would not ha ve done, and to compete 
with other sections of the country in the production of 
other commodities. 
"Lnder the circumsta nces neither struggle can be 
a verted and under the circumsta nces none of the contest 
ants ca n win. 
Unless export ma rkets are restored we are 
going to suffer grea ter ‘over-production’ 
in 
the 
yea rs 
a hea d, and unless export ma rkets are restored, we are 
going to travel swiftly and inexorably in the direction o 
a strictly regimented a gricultural economy . 
“ And w hether a regimented economy is mightier than 
foreign ma rkets is no deba te at all." 
W e do not believe there is a ny uncertainty about what 
Texa s is going to do with her vast productive a crea ge. 
It 
ifi of no use to pretend that Texa s does not know how to 
raise corn and to teed livestock or tha t it will ta ke a cres 
out of cotton production and allow them to lie idle. 
There is a well-defined line of a rgument ’a mong the 
agricultural specia lists of the cotton sta tes, and it is that 
where cotton lea ves off corn a cres should begin.
